The Japanese are busy pros- 
pering or trying to prosper, he 
says. “Japan is going some- 
where very fast, but no one, 
least of all the Japanese, knows 
where it is.” 

Only severe economic difficul- 
ties, caused for instance by the 
loss of the overseas market, 
seem capable of deflecting Ja- 
pan from “this extraordinary 
journey into the unknown,” he 
concludes. 

The important thing is in 
what direction Japan will pro- 
ceed when and if it is deflected 
from its present course.

Live Polio _ 
Vaccine 
Import Set 


The Government yesterday 
decided to disburse ¥490,714,000 
from reserve funds to import 
live polio vaccine, enough for 
13 million persons, from the 
Soviet Union and Canada. 


Sufficient to vaccinate 10 mil- 
lion children ,from the Soviet 
Union, while live polio vaccine 
from Canada will be enough 
for another 3 million, 


A plan to appropriate an 
emergency fund for the polio 
vaccine. import will be finaliz- 
ed at today’s Cabinet meeting, 
and a formal agreement will 
be signed accordingly with 
the Soviet Union and Canada 
today. 

The ministry had planned to 
import the greater part of the 
live vaccine from the Soviet 
Union, 


However, it was learned Tues- 
day last week that the price of 
Soviet medicine was $0.10 for 
enough vaccine for one person 
instead of $0.01 as the ministry 
was led to believe. 


The ministry, embarrassed by 
the miscalculation, negotiated 
with the Soviet Union's Medical 
Supplies Export Corporation for 
a price reduction and yesterday 
received a Soviet reply agreeing 
to a price cut to $0.079. 


Samples of both Canadian and 
Russian vaccines have already 
been received and are now 
undergoing inspection by the 
National Health Institute. 


The inspection is expected to 
be completed by July 10 and the 
imported live vaceines will be 
administered immediately there- 
after if they are of equal quality 
as the samples. 


The live vaccine is to be ad- 
ministered free of charge to 
children ranging in age from 3 
months to 6 years.

French Farmers 
Protest Price Dip 


PARIS (UPI) — Rebellious 
farmers’ anti-Government pro- 
tests broke out in sweltering 
southwest France Sunday while 
outmanned provincial police 
forces stood by helplessly. 

More than 600 of them literal- 
ly k over the town of Acril- 
lac,\ throwing up barricades of 
tractors, jeeps, trucks and ox- 
carts, to demonstrate against 
falling market prices and out- 
side competition from _ the 
United States, 

They marched through Acril- 
lac’s town square shouting and 
waving placards saying “Guar- 
anteed prices along with guar- 
anteed wages” and “No to the 
Americans.” 

They were protesting a Chi- 
cago milk firm’s plans to build 
a branch dairy in the area. 

Near the Atlantic Coast, an- 
other 350 farmers blocked off 
La Rochelle and nearby Royan 
with tractors. 

No violence was_ reported.

At La Guaira a sublieutenant 
of the National Guard, the fede- 
rai police force, led a detach- 
ment which tried to seize the 
electric power plant which sup- 
pl'es Caracas. The rebels were 
driven off by loyal army forces, 
the Government said. 

Outside Barcelona the coun- 
try was reported quiet. Traf- 
fic was detoured two blocks 
away from the Miraflores Pre- 
sidential Palace, but the only 
military guard on duty there 
was a detachment of  steel- 
helmeted soldiers. At the time 
of previous uprisings armored 
ears have been sent to guard 
the palace, 

The revolt came 48 hours 
after Gen. Pedro Jose Quevedo, 
the army commander, has said 
the armed forces would put 
down any attempts at “person- 
al adventures.” Quevedo Satur- 
day proclaimed the army's 
loyalty to Betancourt, 

It is about 135 miles east of 
Caracas, the capital. 

The alleged uprising was the 
fourth reported revolt of 1961 
against President Betancourt’s 
middie-road regime, some by 
leftists and some by rightists. 
Interspersed among these were 
a series of strikes and riots with 
political overtones.

No Reason to Negotiate 
With Soviets: Adenauer 


NEW YORK (AP)—There is 
nothing to negotiate about with 
the Russians over Berlin, West 
German Chancellor Konrad Ade- 
nauer declared Sunday. 


“The position of (Soviet Pre- 
mier) Khrushchev has not been 
a particular surprise to us 
Germans,” Adenauer said in 
a television interview shown 
throughout the United States 
over the American Broadcasting 
Co. network. 


The top West German official 
said the memorandum which 
Khrushchev gave to U.S. Presi- 
dent Kennedy in Vienna, con- 
cerning Germany and Berlin, 
“was no news either.” 

Asked by a news commenta- 
tor if there was anything to 
negotiate about Berlin with the 
Russians, Adenauer declared 
flatly:” : 

“No.” 

He also said the suggestion 
by Senate Majority Leader 
Mike Hansfield, (D-Mont,) for a 
renegotiation of Berlin’s status, 
“certainly was full of good in- 
tentions, but his proposal is 
completely impossible to realize 
politically.” t 

Asked what effect the Ken- 
nedy-Khrushchev meeting in 
Vienna would have on the Ger- 
man election campaign, Ade- 
nauer said: 

“The parties in Germany, in 


‘their attitude toward Berlin 
and on the question of German 
unity, are unanimous, and there- 
fore this question will have no 
bearing on the elections.” 

On reunification, the West 
German chancellor said. 

“There are two accusations. 
First, that we were all too com- 
placent, and secondly, the ques- 
tion of the unification and the 
unity of Germany—that we 
were indifferent toward it. 

“Certainly there are compla- 
cent Germans. There may be 
some in all countries, in all pe 
ples. But the question of Ger- 
man unity actually is a matter 
of thought to all Germans, out 
of their German feeling or com- 
passion, owt of compassion tor 
their countrymen in the East 
zone who are not free, and be- 
cause the Germans afe fully 
aware of the fact that this is a 
question of European and 
worldwide importance.”

Servatius continued question- 
ing Eichmann about the so-call- 
ed “Wannsee Conference” of 
senior Nazi officials held in a 
Berlin suburb Jan. 20, 1942, at 
which Eichmann’s security po- 
lice boss Reinhard Heydrich an- 
nounced officially for the first 
time the plan for “the final solu- 
tion of the Jewish problem”— 
the extermination of all Euro- 
pean Jews. 

Eichmann Friday admitted he

Plans Afoot to Build 
Powerful Icebreaker 


Plans are under way to build 
a powerful new Antarctic ob 
servation ship that will replace 
the Soya which has been used 
for Japanese Antarctic expedi- 
tions since 1956. 

According to the planners, 
icebreaker will 
be of 4,000 to 5,000 gross tons, 
equipped with a 10,000-hp. en- 
gine. It will be capable of 
breaking through ice two me- 
ters thick. 

The planners say it will be 
the third largest icebreaker in 
the world, next to the Soviet 
Union’s Ob, 12,840 gross tons, 
and Glacier, 8,775 gross tons. 

The 2,700-gross-ton Soya is 
equipped with a 4,800-h.p. en-

Labor White Paper Notes 
Sharp Employment Rise 


Labor conditions in Japan 
showed marked improvement 
during calendar 1960 thanks to 
the continued business boom 
since late 1958, according to a 
white paper released by the 
Labor Ministry yesterday. 


The paper, compiled by the 
ministry's Labor Statistics and 
Research Division, noted a big 
increase in employment and a 
sharp rise in wages, particular- 
ly of workers in the low in- 
come bracket. 


Booming business, it said, 
has resulted in a shortage of 
skilled workers and technicians 
particularly in medium and 
small-scale enterprises. 


The document, entitled “An- 
alysis of the Labor Economy 
for 1960,” said that real earn- 
ings of workers in 1960, how- 
ever, remained almost the same 
as that for 1959 due to a siz 
able hike in consumer prices. 

In spite of the general im 
provement, however, unskilled 
workers and persons of middle 
and advanced ages still found it 
difficult to land jobs. 

The white paper urged the 
Government help to modernize 
small enterprises, expand voca- 
tional training facilities and ex- 
tend relief to unemployed per- 


sons of middle and advanced 
ages. 
As for employment, the 


paper revealed that 1960 regis- 
tered an increase of 11.4 per 
cent over the previous year. 
The percentage was bigger than 
that for the 1956-57 boom 
period, although it fell short of 
13.4 per cent set in 1959. 

The increase in employment 
was conspicuous in manufactur- 
ing industries, particularly 
machinery and its allied indus- 
tries. 

The total number of unem- 
ployed, on the other hand, de- 
creased by 150,000 during 1960 
to 430,000 on the monthly 
average. 

Wages climbed 69 per cent 
on the average during 1960, as 
compared with a hike of 6 per 
cent for the previous year. 

Wage increases were bigger 
in small-scale enterprises than

Earnings and spendings of 
workers’ households during 
1960 gained by 11 per cent and 
9 per cent, respectively, over 
the previous year, as compared 
with a 6 per cent hike for both 
earnings and spending in 1959, 

Nevertheless, the real in- 
creases in wages and consump- 
tion during 1960 were only 3.1 
per cent and 5.5 per cent, re- 
spectively, or almost the same 
as those for the previous year, 
because of a 3.7 per cent rise 
in consumer prices during 1960 
partly offset the increases. 

The rate of increased employ- 
ment against a certain rise in 
production also showed a mark- 
ed advance. 

In the 1951-53 period, employ- 
ment increased by 130,000 for 
every 10 per cent hike in pro- 
duction. The rate rose to 170,- 
000 in 1954-56 and to 250,000 
in 1958-60. 

Wages have risen roughly in 
keeping with the hike in labor 
productivity up to around 1955. 

However, in the 1955-60 period, 
the pace of wage increases be- 
came slower than that of labor 
productivity. 

During the period, Wages ad- 
vanced by 35 per cent as com- 
pared with a 45 per cent in- 
crease in labor productivity. 
This phenomenon was conspi- 
cuous particularly in the machi- 
nery industry. 

The white paper noted that 
the big gap in wages between 
large enterprises and small 
ones and between young work- 
ers and old employes, which 
have characterized the wage 
structure in Japan in_ the 
past, has n to narrow 
down. 

The structural change of the 
labor economy toward in- 
creasing employment in enter- 
prises that offer better working 
conditions, and the narrowing 
down of the wage gap between 
large enterprises and smaller 
ones, will continue so long as 
there is a stable growth of the 


national economy, the paper 
predicted. 

In accordance with the 
change, it said, the Govern- 


ment’s labor policy should em- 
phasize modernization of sraall 
enterprises through such meas- 
ures as improvement of labor

EXHIBITION 


We are confronted 
the world with an ever in- 
creasing spread of the so-called 
but well-known phenomenon of 
abstract art, or, more exactly, 
nonobjective art. 


In case we might forget that 
it was not an improvisation 
that went into fashion in re- 
cent years, it would be worth 
bearing in mind that the first 
attempts taking place in this 
field, date back more than 50 
The Russian artist 
Kandinsky, for instance, pro- 
duced admirable examples of 
this kind of art in 1910. 


Art lovers today are bitterly 
divided on the vexed question: 
there are those who are re- 
luctant to recognize the legiti- 
macy of the present artistic 
trend, and therefore they con- 
tinue to worship the arts of the 
past; and there is the younger 
generation showing a marked 
propensity for the more extra- 


all over 


vagant and fantastic forms. As 
everybody knews, the latter 
have their keen interpreters 


and proselites also in Japan. 


It is nowadays assumed b 
the modernistic elements that 
traditional (or objective) art is 
handicapped by its. limited 
schemes of research, thus re- 
peating itself monotonously. As 
a consequence, it is found un- 
satisfactory, because, as far as 
subtle and complex meanings 
are concerned, it leaves a lot 
to be desired. The youth par- 
ticularly appreciate nonob- 
jective art because in their 
opinion it seems to be laden 
with hidden thoughts of deeper 
significance. 

On the other hand, for us 
moderns, that sense of platonic 
beauty, valid until the times of 
Van Gogh that are no longer 
ours, is gone. Frankly, the art 
of the present does not deal 
with beauty, in the old sense 
but with a theme concealing a 
thought. It is intended to 
convey by means of irrational 
and unusual images, the feeling 
of restlessness, u ess, an- 
xiety that is intimately linked 
with our time; or, alternative. 
ly, it disguises itself in sym- 
bols, echoes or coincidences, 
when referring to a _ visual 
reality. 

It is evidently in this spirit 
that one must a the 
abstract and semiabstract paint- 
ings now on view at the 
Formes Gallery, whose subjects 
divorced from visual reality, 
must be considered in the light 
of symbols as well as coin- 
cidences. 

The group in question in- 
cludes eight artists. One of 
them, M. Tsuruoka, ap 4 ye 
is not well known, but his 
origimality is evident. He ex- 
hibits two compositions con- 
ceived in an entirely different 
manner from what has been so 
far familiar to us. One has 
a compact, thick background in 
red and another has a similar 
background, in black. On both 
flat surfaces are scattered tre- 
mulous silver threads remind- 
ing us of water sprinkles from 
a fountain, or tenuous beams

Animal Talk

Rabies (cont’d.) 


Q. Isn't there another meth- 
od or other methods which 
can protect man against rabies? 

A. Yes, there are two other 
accepted methods. The first is 
the use of a rabies antiserum 
or hyperimmune serum as it is 
more commonly called. This 
serum offers instant protection 
against rabies if administered 
within four hours of exposure 
to a rabid animal. 

This serum contains the anti- 
bodies against the disease and 
is usually administered without 
fear of complications unless the 
individual is sensitive to such 
a serum. 

The other method offering 
protection is still quite new but 
is being used in a restricted 
manner and is usually adminis- 
tered to those people whose oc- 
cupation constitutes a risk to 
exposure in those areas where 
rabies is present. 

This: group includes veter- 
inarians, animal attendants, 
postmen, deliverymen and hunt- 
ers. It could also be used in 
those areas of the world where 
dogs run the streets freely and 
rabies is a serious problem. 

The vaccine is known as HEP 
Flury vaccine. It is grown on 
chick embryos and does not 
constitute a hazard such as the 
older vaccines do with respect 
to central nervous _ystem com- 
plications. 

This type of vaccine can also 
be used successfully in dogs, 
and in many places of the 
world is used as a _ routine 
means of . protecting dogs 
against rabies. The immunity 
offered by this vaccine will 
protect the dog definitely for 
one year, probably for two 
years and some experts say for 
three years.

Fleischer Says Choosing Fight 
Officials Is OBF Responsibility

_ Continuing a current tradi- 
tion for title fights in the 
Orient, a public fuss broke out 
yesterday over selection of offi- 
cials for tonight’s world fly- 
weight championship fight be- 
tween Thai Pone Kingpetch and 
Mitsunori Seki of Japan. 
Thong Thos, manager of the 
Thai champion, said Monday he 
insisted on a Thai referee and 
a “neutral country” judge be- 
fore agreeing to the match. Thos 
said he considered this the pre- 
rogative of a champion. 


The referee will be Chua 
Chaksharaksha, chairman of the 
Thai commission handling his 
first title fight. Nat Fleischer, 
Ring magazine editor-publisher, 
by request is the neutral coun- 
try judge. A Japanese judge 
will be named before the na- 
tionally televised fight goes on. 

The referee declared he would 
be “strictly neutral” and would 
“endeavor to uphold the Thai 
reputation for good sportsman- 
ship.” 

Fleischer declared he did not 
accept the offer to judge until 
he received requests from both

camps as well as the commis- 
sion. 


“I'm doing this as a courtesy,” 
Fleischer said angrily. “Who- 
ever wins on my card, wins.” 


Fleischer was angered over a 
column in The Japan Times call- 
ing the choice of officials * ‘a fly 
in the flyweight ointment.” 


Columnist Jin Kayama wrote 
that the Kingpetch camp insis- 
tence on a Thai referee and a 
neutral country judge “puts 
Seki in the hole. It’s like hav- 
ing two strikes called on you 
before you step into the bat- 
ter’s box.” 


Fleisoher insisted the solution 
to the vexing problem is for 
the Orient Boxing Federation, 
which he helped set up six 
years ago, to take the respon- 
sibility for selecting fight off- 
cials.

Of Laver Set 


The Taiyo Fishery Co. is. 
studying artificial production of | 
laver, a seaweed whose frond is | 
eaten after processing. 


The company, which has been 
branching out to land-based 
operations in a diversification of 
business, plans to start laver 
production as soon as basic ex- 
periments on artificial cultiva- | 
tion are completed. 


Experiments on artificial pro- 
duction are now being carried 
out by the company under the 
supervision of the Tokai Re- 
gional Fishery Research Insti- 
tute of the Fishery Agency. 

The company says experi-— 
ments have progressed to the) 
point where production of laver | 
on an industrial scale has be- 


come feasible. 


Artificial production of laver 
is carried out in successive 
stages. In the first stage, 
strings are dipped into a tank 
containing unicellular § spores. 
The strings are then suspended 
in sea water enriched with ni- 
trogen, phosphoric acid, iron 
The sea water 
is kept at a constant tempera- 
ture and mechanically stirred to 
promote spore germination. 


When the laver has grown 1-2 
centimeters, it is removed from 
the strings and put into another 
tank for final development.

Soviet Premier Khrushchev's saber-rattling over Berlin 
has had repercussions around the world and has certainly 
stiffened the free nations’ determination to resist the latest 
manifestations of Communist expansionism. Thus, Prime 
Minister Ikeda and Canadian Prime Minister Diefenbaker 
joined Sunday in a call for unity of all democratic nations 
in the face of the new Communist challenge. 

In a ceremony marking Mr. Ikeda’s arrival in Ottawa 
from New York, Mr. Diefenbaker said the recent speech 
of Mr. Khrushchev on Berlin was “challenging and ominous, 


if not foreboding.”

This talk about the “revenge-seeking West Germans” 
is a favorite instrument used by Herr Ulbricht to instigate 
Moscow to act to consolidate his regime and, if possible, 


to get it recognized by the non-Communist nations.

though, no doubt, there are individual Germans to be 
found who think it justified to go ahy lengths to restore 
Germany to its former dimensions, this is not the attitude 
of the Bonn Government or of the people generally in 


West Germany.

divided indefinitely. 


From a purely Russian point of view, it would seem 
best for the Soviet Government to abandon all idea of 
interfering in German affairs but because this course 
would mean leaving the East German regime to its fate, 
and perhaps shake the Soviet position with the other 
satellites, it seems unlikely that Moscow will consent to 


do this. 


The contention that Germany might start a war 


of revenge rests on no solid foundation for, as Chancellor 
Adenauer pointed out, West German forces are integrated 
into NATO forces, and NATO is a defensive alliance “which 
will never start an aggression.” " 


The free nations must, of course, always remain on 


the defensive, even if this implies a certain weakness. 


The 


Communists are the attackers and this mugt always be so, 
for otherwise communism would belie its own nature and 
rapidly disappear from the world stage. 


But the free nations must stand firm and refuse to 
concede anything to fresh aggression—a difficult task but 


one which must be efficiently mastered. 


The whole Free 


World should let Moscow know that interference with the 
liberties of the German people is an act of detestable 


tyranny and will be resisted. 
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Rough Going Ahead 


Depleted Democratic Socialist Party Must Establish Raison d’Etre 


The Democratic Socialist 
Party—Japan’s third political 
party—will probably have to 
struggle hard in order to estab- 
lish its raison d'etre. 

The Democratic Socialist 
Party was organized early last 
year under the chairmanship of 
Suehiro Nishio (who once 
served as Deputy Prime Minis- 
ter) by 40 members of the 
House of Representatives and 
17 members of the House of 
Councillors, who bolted from 
the Socialist Party as a result 
of the latter’s disrespect of the 
parliamentary rule. The party 
advocates what they call social- 
ism based on realistic politics. 

Setting their target on pro- 
tecting and developing pariia- 
mentary democracy while mak- 
ing efforts to realize a socialis- 
tic society, the Democratic 5So- 
clalists have come along a hard 
road in the past 18 months. 

In last November's general 
elections for the Lower House, 
the party was expected to make 
a great advance, but as it 
turned out, it barely managed 
to secure 17 seats, losing 23 of 
them in the Lower House. 

Consequently the party did 
serious soul searching at its 
convention held last January 
in the midst of the 38th Diet 


session. The party pledged ef- 
to demonstrate their 
raison d'etre to the _ voters 


through Diet activities. 


Suffered Blow 

However, the party failed to 
come out with any notable 
political achievement during 
the 135day sitting of the na- 
tional legislature. 

On the contrary, it suffered 
a big blow when the Political 
Violence Prevention Bill, which 
it had presented to the Diet 
jointly with the Liberal-Demo- 
cratic Party, failed to be acted 
upon, because of the violent op- 
position put up by the Social- 
ist Party and the disagreement 
within the Liberal-Democratic 
Party. 

As a matter of fact, this was 
the only chance for the party 
to display its reason for being. 

The Democratic Socialists 
could not help deploring the 
ruling party's sloppiness rather 
than resenting the Socialist 
Party's obstruction. . 

While regretting the abortion 
of the antiviolence bill Nishio 
and party secretary general Eki 
Sone are planning to appeal to 
the people for cooperation in 
passing the bill in the forth- 
coming extraordinary Diet ses- 
sion. 

To solicit the voters’ sympa- 
thy in this problem, Nishio 
planned to leave on a speech 
tour of the country right after 
the last Diet. 


Objection by Zenro 

However, he is now reconsid- 
ering his plan because it met 
the disapproval of some of the 
party's local chapters and lead- 
ers of the Japan Trade Union 
Congress (Zenro), an influential 
booster organization. 

With a membership of 1,130, 
000, Zenro is the second largest 
labor federation in Japan, next 
to the 3,500,000-strong General 
Council of Japan Trade Unions 
(Sohyo), which supports the 
Socialist Party. 

The Political Violence Pre- 
vention Bill aimed at checking 
violent acts of both leftists and 
rightists was distasteful to the 
Socialist Party, which intro- 
duced a similar bill calling for 
measures to cope with rightist 
terrorism alone. 

The Democratic Socialists 
joined the Liberal-Democrats in 
submitting the bill in the face 
of objection raised by some of 
their supporters, because they 
wanted to shut out Sohyo’s 
mass demonstrations. 


Nuisance Bill 

For that very reason, some 
Democratic Socialist supporters 
look upon it as a nuisance 
rather than a means for gain- 
ing recognition for the party's 
activities. Zenro leaders are 
eager to see this bill enacted, 
hoping that it will restrict the 
activities of its rival, Sohyo. 

The Democratic Socialists 
also plan to organize a com- 
mittee for studying measures 
to eliminate political violence 
for the purpose of publicizing 
the merits of the planned law. 

However, it is doubtful

whether the party will succeed 
in obtaining desired results. 
At worst, their efforts may 
bring about adverse results, 

The Democratic Socialists 
also have had rough going in 
the matter of diplomatic polli- 
cies. 

The party has been most ag- 
gressive about sending a mis- 
sion to Okinawa in order to 
pave the way for the return 
of administrative rights over 
the islands to Japan. 

No Okinawa Trip 

It was chairman Nishio’s de- 
termination that such a Demo- 
cratic Socialist mission to Oki- 
nawa should be headed by him- 
self. 

The rty accordingly 
decided to submit to the Diet 
a bill to provide seats for 
Dietmen from Okinawa in ad- 
vance, in another move to pro- 
mote an earfy return of ad- 
ministrative rights to this coun- 
try. 

Both these plans failed, how- 


ever, when the party was 
denied travel permits by the 
U.S. military authorities and 
when they were unable to 
secure the support of other 
parties. 

The U.S. administration in 


Okinawa refused visas because 
the Democratic Socialist ap- 
plication contained the sugges- 
tion that. the post of US. 
high commissioner should be 
assumed by a civilian instead 
of a military person and that 
the post of the chief executive 
of Okinawa should be filled 
through public elections instead 
of being nominated by the 
U.S. high commissioner. 


US. Visit Planned 

The Ryukyu military govern- 
ment then invited a supra- 
partisan parliamentary mission 
from Japan instead of a one- 
party mission of the Democra- 
tic Socialist Party. 

Meanwhile, chairman Nishio 
is planning to pay a visit to 


the United States, if possible, 
in mid-October. He is also 
secretiy sounding out Peiping 


authorities on the possibility of 


making a trip to Red China. 

Although he has done noth- 
ing more than just sound the 
possibility of a trip to Red 
China, Nishio is quite cerious 
about materializing his pro- 
jected trip to the US. 

The virtually indefinite post- 
ponement of the rival Japan 
Socialist Party's plan to send 
a mission to the U.S. early 
this month due to the pressure 
from its extreme leftist ele- 
ments has encouraged Nishio to 
redouble his efforts to go to 
the U.S. 

Nishio and his party men 
are hoping that, through this 
U.S. trip they will be able to 
fortify their avowed policy of 
“independent diplomacy” as 
against the ruling Liberal-De- 
mocrats’ pro-U.S. and rival So- 
cialists’ pro-Communist stands 
and thus vindicate their Demo- 
cratic Socialist 


Party raison 

d'etre. 
Hope for Welcome 

They are secretly hoping 
that President Kennedy will 
give Nishio the same warm 
welcome that he gave early 
this year to Minoru Takita, 


chairman of the Japan Trade 
Union Congress which supports 
their party. 

Thus, the Democratic Social- 
ist Party is fully aware that 
its destiny in next year’s House 
of Councillors elections rests in 
its own hands. 

The party concluded a report 
on its own Diet activities dur- 
ing the regular session that 
ended on June 8 with the fol- 
lowing observation: 

“It is no easy a task for a 
party whose combined strength 
in both Houses is only 32 men 
(since the party’s formation 
one member each in the Lower 
and Upper House has died) to 
engage in parliamentary activi- 
ties side by side with the 
Liberal-Democratic and Socialist 


parties (the total number of 
seats in the two Houses is 
717). 

“Our party must plough 


through a great many more 
difficulties vet.”

Crowded Conditions 


To the Editor: 

Since Japan's economy began 

to improve during the last few 
years, more and more vehicles 
started appearing on roads 
which in most cases were per- 
haps adequate to handle pre- 
war traffic. It seems as though 
the vehicle traffic has surpassed 
the saturation point by some 
years, yet they continue to ap- 
pear. 
» Coupled with all of the exist- 
ing vehicles are the roads. In 
many cases, some are not much 
wider than they were when the 
samurai rode charging horses 
through the villages. Others 
that have been built since that 
time became the same width. 
These roads are found mostly 
in residential areas and are not 
to be confused with the main 
thoroughfares. 

The reasons which prompted 
the construction of such nar- 
row roads are not being ques- 
tioned. What should be a mat- 
ter of concern, however, is the 
fact that any vehicle that will 
fit on these roads is allowed to 
proceed. Although there was 
some talk in the newspapers 
concerning the restriction of 
certain size vehicles on certain 
roads, it appears that little if 
anything was done to restrict 
monstrous buses and _ trucks 
from traversing roads that are 
built for cars no larger than 
Toyopets or Datsuns. 

There are no doubt innumer- 
able instances of this, but to il- 
lustrate for those readers who 
are familiar with Yokohama, 
the East Bluff Road is traveled 
by U.S. Navy buses which re- 
quire more than half the width 
of the road. Another example 
is the road that passes Gasva- 
ma to Hongo-cho. In this lat- 
ter case, the weight of the 
trucks and frequency of travel 
have even broken water lines 
and done considerable damage 
to the surface of the road.

Int'l Payments 


The balance of Japan's in- 
ternational payments account, a 
most important yardstick for 
the tion's economic develop- 
ment, showed a postwar record 
deficit of $130 million in current 
accounts in Mav, and of $70 
million in over-all accounts. The 
Economic Deliberation Council 
earlier drew the conclusion that 
the recent equipment invest- 
ments were excessive and 
should be checked. There is no 
doubt that the excessive optim- 
ism bred by the high economic 
growth policy has resulted in 
excessive equipment = invest- 
ments or a marked increase in 
people’s consumption, which in 
turn’ are instrumental in ag- 
gravating the international pay- 
ments.

Labor White Paper 
In the white paper on labor 
economy for 1960 the Labor 
Ministry has envisioned a rapid 
tempo for wage hikes and wide 
range increases in employment. 


The white paper made special 
mention of Japan’s high per- 
centages of these hikes and in- 
creases, higher than those in 
Europe and America. It is 
noted, however, that these facts 
have posed new problems in 
the fields of employment, wages 
and small enterprises and have 
required a change in the Gov- 
ernment’s labor policy. The 
paper also revealed that small 
enterprisers are having difficul- 
ty employing skilled labor or 
workers freshly graduated from 
school.—Tokyo Shimbun

Weather Gods 


The Ainu people believed that 
there was a separate god who 
caused rain, wind, snow and 
coldness. 


When it rained many days 
and kindling became wet and 
the river water rose, they com- 
plained to the rain god. Pick- 
ing a child born 
on a sunny day, 
they took off his 
clothes and giv- 
ing him a bas- 
ket, they took 
him outside, to 
stand in the 
rain. Then 
they shouted ; YP 
“Rain, keep on ad a ; 
falling, if you ie P : i 
wish. But fill | , / Be 
up this basket. If you cannot 
do so, know you are defeated 
and stop raining.” 

When there was heavy snow- 
fall, they selected an old 
woman born in a sunny day 
and had her carry a burning 
torch _- made of dry wood 
covered with birch barks. 
Going outdoors she shouted, “If 


you want to fall, snow, fall 
heavily enough to extinguish 
this torch. If you cannot, stop 
snowing.” 


When a strong wind blew, 
they hoisted a big sickle on 
top of the roof and then 
shouted, “If you rage too much, 
you will have your waist bone 
cut by this sickle.” 


These rites were for stopping 
heavy rainfall, strong winds or 
big snowfall. But there were 
also times when the rainfall was 
not sufficient and they wanted 
more rain. In such cases, they 
held a unique rite. 


First they caught a river 
shellfish. Then opening its 
shells a little, they stuck in a 
narrow stick. The stick was 
put into the sand by the river 
shore so that the shell fish 
would be out of reach of the 
river water. Then they poured 
a little water on the shell fish, 
and shouted, “Water is sweet. 
If you want to go back to the 
sweet water, cause more rain- 
fall and call the river water to 
come and fetch you.” 


Ainu fishermen did not work 
when the weather was bad and 
the sea was rough. So when- 
ever they wanted to rest from 
work, they buried a fish called 
kajika (bullhead) in the sand 
and said, “If you want to re- 
turn to the sea, call the waves, 
or else you die.” But when the 
fishermen were caught at this 
rite, their masters buried them 
in the sand.

U.N. Charter 


NEW YORK (AP)—The New 
York Times urged the conven- 
ing of a general conference for 
review of the United Nations, 
as provided in the Charter. 

“Such a conference, long over- 
due, has been prevented by So- 
viet opposition,” said the paper. 
“Now the Russians themselves 
demand a reorganization. The 
other members must not stand 
aside or consent to a piecemeal 
emasculation of the United Na- 
tions by ‘compromise’ proposals 
ostensibly designed to head off 
the Soviet attempt to rule or 
wreck it.” 

Khrushchev, sald the Times, 
“seeks to break up the United 
Nations from top to bottom into 
power blocs anda to substitute 
for its universally vatid prin- 
ciples the intrigues of power 
politics, 


“Most of the smaller nations 
do, in fact, recognize this peril. 
But rather than meet the Soviet 
drive head on they propose ‘com- 
promises’ which play into Rus- 
sian hands. Such a ‘compro- 
mise’ is the modified ‘trolka’ 
plan to create three deputy sec- 
retaries general who, though 
working under Mr. Hammarsk- 
jold, would be able to under- 
cut his authority and hamper 
United Nations action. Such a 
‘compromise’ is the plan to al- 
locate the 3,100 posts in the 
secretariat according to popula- 
tion of member nations.” 


Policy on Red China 


MANILA (K yodo-Reuter)— 
The Manila Times said the Phil- 
ippines, like Japan, should be 
kept posted on any new moves 
the United States might contem- 
plate regarding Communist 
China. 


It said the most important re- 
sult of the talks between the 
Japanese Prime Minister .and 
President Kennedy might be 
the assurance that Japan would 
be kept informed in advance 
of policy shifts in Washington. 

“It was an open secret long 
before Mr. Ikeda went to Wash- 
ington that Japan was anxious 
to secure this assurance,” the 
paper said. 

“As a partner of the U.S. in 
economic and military fields, 
Japan is certainly entitled to 
protection against any adverse 
effects that a change in Amer- 
ican foreign policy may bring 
about.” 


Japan-U.S. Relations 


WASHINGTON (Kyodo-Reu- 
ter) — The Washington News 
said the visit of Hayato Ikeda, 
the Japanese Prime Minister, 
had resulted in a “new climate 
of cordial relations” between 
Japan and the United States. 

“Net results of Prime Minis- 
ter Ikeda’s visit to this country 
are a new climate of cordial re- 
lations between Japan and 
America, mutual understanding 
of world problems and a firmer 
grasp of each other’s intentions. 

“Part of this is due to the 
favorable attitude exhibited by 
Mr. Ikeda, reflecting a funda- 
mental desire of the Japanese 
people to strive for democracy 
and stay aligned with the Free 
World nations. 


“And part is due to the fact 
that he came here at a psycho- 
logical moment when Soviet 
Premier Khrushchev was shak- 
ing his fist at this same Free 
Wortd in which Japan hopes 
to be a full and responsible 
member. ‘We're on collision 
course,’ as one American official 
described the new-building cold 
war crisis. It is a term which 
the once navy-minded Japan 
would understand. 


“We may be sure, too, that 
President Kennedy made most 
of his opportunity, in his ‘ong 
talks with Mr. Ikeda, to under- 
score the disturbing assessment 
of the Vienna talks. This new 
turn of affairs, which aas 
caught the headlines continual- 
ly during Mr. Ikeda’'s visit, 
could hardly be lost on the Ja- 
panese leaders. 


“The evidence is they were 
impressed—even to the point of 
less insistence on some of their 
own self-interest views. 


The Japanese- business  in- 
terests and traders, who are 
dominant in the Government, 
may have a different feeling to- 
ward mainiand China from that 
of Americans, It is the econo- 
mic aspect that primarily 
catches their eye, but when 
they sense the overriding dan- 
ger of their country’s coming 
under the Communist influence, 
which Mr. Ikeda spoke about, to 
the point of risking their own 
continuance, they are less like- 
ly to press the matter, And 38o 
with other issues that lie be- 


tween us and Japan. 

“We belleve—and trust—that 
Prime Minister Ikeda gues 
home from his momentous visit 
to America with ‘the erlarged 
perspective he has mawfested 
here.” 


Congo Parliament 


NEW YORK (UPI1)—The re- 
convening of the Congo Parlia- 
ment was viewed by The New 
York Times “the mosi en- 
couraging news” in months. 

“Among the issues on the 
agenda, two are paramount. 
One is the establishment of a 
generally recognized National 
Government, now heacaca by 
President Kasavubu, but which 
must be broadened, The other 
is approval of the Coquilhatvil- 
le conference proposals for a 
new federal constitution, based 
on American and French mo- 
dels, which Mr. Gizenga de- 
clares himself ready to accept 
if approved by Parliament but

“Both issues may lead to a 
hectic parliamentary battle. 
But such a hattle is far better 
than civil war, and the recon- 
vening of Parliament is in itself 
a verification of Secretary Gen- 
eral Hammarskjold’s estimate 
that the worst appears io be 
over.”

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) — 
The San Francisco Chron-cle 
said Russian anxiety over, the 
Berlin situation could precip- 
itate a major conflict. 

“While the U.S. has remained 
firm in defending its right to 
Berlin,” the Chronicle said, “it 
also appears content to let the 
matter remain under the rug.” 

“But the Soviets are clearly 
finding the status quo unbear- 
able and it now appears that 
the problem is moving toward 
a major showdown.” 

Khrushchev's threatened trea- 
ty with East Germany would 
mean handing over all control 
of access routes to Berlin, and 
“it may be presumed that the 
Western allies will use all 
means to defend their rights,” 
the Chronicle asserted. 

Thus it appears, the. paper 
said, that Europe's involved and 
dangerous stopgap of two Ger- 
manys and two Berlins may 
now be moving to a “not neces- 
sarily peaceful" showdown.
